Rzeppa read his resignation at 


the second night of his open 
hearing on charges by the two 
Red Bluff school districts' 
superintendent, Glen Smith. The 
business manager for both the 
high school and

districts was accused of in- 
competency and inefficiency in 
office. 


Rzeppa denied the charges 


and the 11 "specifics" cited to 
support Smith's charges. 


Fired by both boards in April, 


Rzeppa asked for an open 
hearing to defend against the 
two charges The initial night of 
hearings was held a week ago, 
with the decision given last 
night. 


Both boards unanimously 


voted 
to stick with their

A multi-government attempt 


to secure federal planning aid 
money came to naught before 
the application could be mailed. 


Tehama, Glenn and Colusa 


counties joined with Red Bluff, 
Corning, Colusa, Willows and 
Williams in an attempt to 
receive a portion of $850,000 
available as grants to govern- 
ments to help pay the costs of 
required 
general 
plan 


developments. 


There were $3.8 million worth 


of request for asistance. 


According to Richard Laursen 


of the California Council on 
Intergovernmental 
Relations 


(CIR), the local effort was 
written off before the June 15 
deadline for applications. 


The state, which distributes 


the federal funds, closed out this 
area's appeal based on a 
preliminary proposal submitted 
by James Campbell, county 
planning consultant. 


Campbell also acts as a 


planning consultant for Red 
Bluff, Corning and other com- 
munities. 


All is not lost, however. 
Laursen said that should any 


grant offers be refused on the 
final plans, "there would still be 
a chance for your program to be 
funded." Laursen added that 
"this chance is remote and next 
year's funding cycle is the more 
logical area for your attention 
and efforts." 


Campbell was instructed by 


Tehama County supervisors to 
go ahead and file the final 
papers so that the proposal will 
be at the top of the list when, and 
if, 
money again 
becomes 


available.

Nature-Lovers' New Breed 


It Seeks to Blight Progress, Poison the Climate of Opinion 


I 


N the mail last week, we were sur- 
prised to find a letter from Stew- 


art L. Udall, U.S. Secretary of the 
Interior under Presidents Kennedy 
and Johnson, and a man whom we 
have criticized time and again in 
these pages for his zealotry and ruth- 
less bent for playing power politics. 
"Dear Friend," it began disarm- 
ingly, "I write with a sense of ur- 
gency to tell you about the Environ- 
mental Defense Fund. EDF, formed 
in 1967, is one of America's most sig- 
nificant 
environmental 
action 


groups. EDF's strategy is unique. It 
operates as a coalition of scientists 
and lawyers who combine their 
knowledge and skills to win cases 
for the environment in the nation's 
courts, where narrow political inter- 
ests are at a minimum and action 
comes fastest. Working through the 
courts, EDF's lawyers enable scien- 
tists to convert their findings di- 
rectly into public policy. It was EDF 
that spearheaded the drive against 
DDT which has brought it to the 
point of being banned by the federal 
government. . . . I urge you to show 
the depth and pre-eminence of your 
concern for the environment by join- 
ing EDF and giving it your generous 
support. Act now. Time is not on our 
side."

Dear Mr. Udall, we have news 


for you: editorially speaking, nei- 
ther are we. Though your postscript 
urges us to "recycle EDF's bro- 
chure and this letter to an environ- 
mentally 
concerned 
friend," 
we 


have chosen to eliminate the middle- 
man and throw it right into the 
wastebasket. But you do rate an ex- 
planation. Apart from a general an- 
tipathy toward what has come to be 
known as the ecological movement 
—Earth Day, we have observed be- 
fore, tends to make us feel like the 
proverbial 
man 
from 
Mars—we 


have a particular bone to pick with 
the Environmental Defense Fund. 
Last July Barren's ran a front-page 
piece titled "Ravaged Summer . . . 
The 
Natural 
Sequel to 
'Silent 


Spring.' " It recounted the mounting 
depredations of the gypsy moth— 
which, by the way, threaten to grow- 
far worse this year—and laid the 
blame at the door of those who had 
succeeded in banning the use of 
DDT and other pesticides. EDF sent 
us a long letter in rebuttal, which, 
when space permitted, we ran in 
full. In its August Newsletter, EDF 
also referred to "a lead article (in 
Barren's) apparently prepared by 
Donald Spencer of the National Ag- 
ricultural 
Chemical Association. 


. . ."At the time we said in print— 
and now reaffirm—that the editorial 
in question was prepared and writ- 
ten by the editor, that "the state- 
ment in the EDF Newsletter is 
wholly untrue" (perhaps the reader 
can think of a better word). We're 
still waiting for EDF to set the rec- 
ord straight. 


All the above, of course, could 


June 14, 1971 


have been put in a friendly letter, 
but we think it has broader signifi- 
cance. For in making unsubstan- 
tiated charges, EDF was merely 
doing what comes naturally: to 
judge by one documented case his- 
tory after another, exaggeration, 
distortion and contempt for truth— 
like the cry of the cuckoo, rapid, 
throaty and retarded toward end— 
may fairly be called the distinguish- 
ing marks of this new activist breed. 
Heedless of ill effects, ecologists, in 
their fanatic drive to stamp out 
DDT, 
have rigged laboratory tests 


and doctored results. In seeking to 
halt the expansion of nuclear power 
plants, they have stooped time and 
again to the technique best de- 
scribed as the big lie. Most recently, 
in the controversy over alleged envi- 
ronmental effects of tetraethyl lead, 
their champions in the federal gov- 
ernment have rejected their own 
findings (inconclusive, to say the 
least) 
and publicized frightening 


and unwarranted surmise. The "co- 
alition of scientists and lawyers," so 
proudly cited by Stewart Udall, has 
become an unholy alliance, in which 
fierce advocacy has overwhelmed 
the still, small voice of reason. No 
wonder it has created a monster. 


From the beginning, to even an 


untutored eye, the proportions were 
menacing. In mid-1965, in a critical 
appraisal called "Back to Nature," 
Barren's concluded that pseudo-sci- 
ence was threatening to exceed the 
level of tolerance. Since then, like 
some Old Testament plague, it has 
spread far and wide, blighting prog- 
ress and poisoning the climate of 
opinion. Nuclear energy is a case in 
point. In their stubborn opposition, 
the "scientists and lawyers" have 
stopped at nothing. According to 
Washington correspondent Shirley 
Scheibla (Barron's, March 8, 1971), 
they have deliberately 
misrepre- 


sented the views of the eminent Di. 
Edward Teller, who favors such de- 
velopments, brought in spurious 
"experts" to testify at public hear- 
ings; generated nationwide head- 
lines by fantastic and frightening 
claims — 32,000 cancer deaths per 
year, for example, by low radiation 
from nuclear power plants, and, in 
their vicinity, a jump in infant mor- 
tality — subsequently either disa- 
vowed or disproved. "We should go 
ahead with nuclear power plants," 
Dr. Teller told Barron's. "I am sat- 
isfied with their safety . . . the objec- 
tions raised by John Gofman (and a 
colleague at the Lawrence radiation 
laboratory of the AEC) were com- 
pletely devoid of any rational foun- 
dation."

Edwards numbers 10 summers of 
"Ranger-Naturalist" duty in the Na- 
tional Park Service, many years of 
interest in ornithology, and mem- 
bership in several conservation-ori- 
ented organizations. Dr. Edwards, 
who has never been employed by a 
manufacturer 
of pesticides, 
and 


whose Department has received no 
funds from such sources, "felt it my 
responsibility to inform other con- 
servationists of the numerous errors 
and misstatements in the anti-pesti- 
cide propaganda which many have 
been accepting as valid and truth- 
ful." 
He proceeded to cite chapter 


and verse. Contrary to environmen- 
talists' claims, DDT, far from dem- 
onstrating 
excessive 
persistence, 


readily degrades. As to its alleged 
wildlife victims, Dr. Edwards con- 
vincingly testified that brown peli- 
cans and ospreys, for example, were 
declining long before the pesticide's 
advent, while the supposedly endan- 
gered peregrine falcon and bald 
eagle are flourishing. 


* 
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As to specific experiments pur- 


porting to show that DDT causes 
thinning in eggshells, thereby en- 
dangering, the reproduction cycle, 
Dr. Edwards, in his testimony, flatly 
labeled them "felonious." One scien- 
tist deliberately fed his birds on a 
low calcium diet, which, regardless 
of the effects of DDT, naturally 
thinned the shell. Another exposed 
the birds not only to DDT but also to 
protracted periods of darkness; as 
any poultry grower knows they inev- 
itably produced the same result. 
Said Dr. Edwards: "The more of 
these 'research results' I read, the 
more incensed I became. If every 
sincere biologist would carefully read 
the anti-DDT articles cited by the 
Audubon Society, the Sierra Club of- 
ficers and the Environmental De- 
fense Fund, not only would they 
rally to support DDT from future at- 
tacks, but they would have the au- 
thors of those irresponsible articles 
looking elsewhere for employment. 
A thorough housecleaning is essen- 
tial in many government laborato- 
ries before the public and the scien- 
tific community of this country can 
again believe (their) published re- 
sults. . . ." 


On this score, consider the latest 


case of scare tactics by a staff mem- 
ber of the U.S. Environmental Pro- 
tection Agency, involving alleged ill 
effects, notably on toddlers, of auto- 
motive emission of lead. According 
to The New York Times of June 5, 
Dr. Ronald E. Engel, of the Agen- 
cy's Air Pollution Control Office, 
"theorized . . . that airborne lead 
might push some people already ex- 
posed to high lead concentrations, 
especially children who swallow old 
paint chips, into the toxic range. 


." What are the facts? For open- 


College, California, in testimony be- 
ers, EPA in March issued a report, 


BARRON'S 


said that juvenile lead poisoning is 
"almost invariably caused by re- 
peated ingestion of chips and flakes 
of lead-containing paint and plaster. 
. . ." More strikingly, the June re- 
port furnished no support whatever 
for Dr. Engel's theorizing. On the 
contrary, the findings, while prelim- 
inary, showed no correlation be- 
tween levels of lead in the air and 
levels of lead in the human blood. In 
Pasadena, Calif., air lead levels 
were twice as high as in Rittenhouse 
Square, Philadelphia. But residents 
of Pasadena showed lower levels of 
blood lead than those of Philadel- 
phia. Significantly, the official EPA 
release somehow chose to overlook 
this key finding, and, with scarcely 
a nod to the scientific method, omit- 
ted a chart from the original report 
which underscored the point.

What are we confronted with? F. 


L. Beebe, nature lover and authority 
on the peregrine falcon (the "van- 
ishing" of which he dubs "myth") 
offers a penetrating, lucid analysis. 
"Prior to World War II, the basic 
philosophy underlying Anglo-Ameri- 
can scientific procedures was the 
concept of scientific 'purity.' 'Pure' 
science was a conceptual ideal in 
which the scientist himself was un- 
committed and emotionally unin- 
volved in his investigations. To as 
great a degree as possible, his inves- 
tigations were supposed to be under- 
taken out of curiosity alone, with no 
fixed goals or objectives. 
Since 


World War II, and especially since 
Hiroshima, 
this 
concept 
has 


changed radically. The sense of guilt 
had a profound and traumatic effect 
on scientists and scientific attitudes. 
American scientists are no longer 
pure, no longer emotionally non-in- 
volved, nor are they expected to be 
so. 


"It is at this point that the dan- 


gers inherent in involvement be- 
come apparent, for when the precon- 
ceived goal takes on the aspect of a 
revealed truth, with the 'facts' of re- 
search being given credence only 
when they show the 'right' things, 
many modern sciences take on most 
of the aspects of a cult, or faith. For 
of necessity the scientist with a pre- 
conceived goal must become in- 
volved in the techniques of convinc- 
ing other people of the desirability of 
achieving that goal. The way to pub- 
lic approval always implies ever 
deepening involvement in the tech- 
niques and methods of manipulating 
human attitudes. These are well 
known and are as old as humanity. 
. . It is by this same route, taken 


by choice, that these latter-day 
'scientists' of environment and na- 
ture protectionism have all too 
quickly become the high priests of a. 
new faith." Sorry, Mr. Udall, but we 
don't share it.

A Thorough Study Needed Now 


It is highly desirable that we seek the most complete and exact 


information possible on atomic reactors, on any danger they may 
present at this time, and what effect they may have on the en- 
vironment in the future. It's a critical question right now. 


On the one hand, a group of law students led by William M. 


Bennett, former California public utilities commissioner, have 
launched a campaign to head off nuclear power projects in the 
state. On the other, Richard Peterson, executive vice president of 
Pacific Gas and Electric Company, has announced that his com- 
pany is now completing two nuclear generating units and will apply 
for two more later this year to keep ahead of demand. 


There is no doubt about the constantly increasing demand for 


electric power. And there is no doubt about the fact that coal, oil 
and gas supplies are being consumed at a rapid rate and that fin- 
ding and delivering them is increasing steadily in cost. It has been 
discovered, too, in recent months that hydroelectric power, the 
amount of which is limited also, has an unsuspected drawback. It 
has been found that excess aeration is killing salmon going upriver 
to spawn. 


There we have the dilemma. Apparently, increase in electric 


power is limited unless we can turn to atomic power. It's right that 
we should insist on a prudent assessment of any dangers that may 
exist. But we will be doing ourselves a disservice by timidly turning 
away now from preparations for meeting critical needs ten years 
from now.

Gold as a medium of 
exchange was out. 


All gold obligations became 


automatically invalid, null and 
void for the purpose intended, 
and remained so, until con- 
verted to legal status.

limit debate might turn around 
and refuse to prevent a renewed 
filibuster if the pullout amend- 
ment is removed in conference, 
where a majority is thought to 
oppose it 


Thus, it is uncertain if the bill 


can pass before the draft expires 
midnight June 30. 


The leader of the Senate an- 


tidraft forces, Democratic Mike 
Gravel of Alaska, said he was 
surprised by the vote to limit 
debate. 


He attributed it in part to 


passage Tuesday of an amend- 
ment by Senate Majority Leader 
Mike Mansfield of Montana. It

Three-Judge Panel

Robert Keuch argued that the 
Seattle judge had ruled that by

had opened the door to further 
questioning, and that the limited 
immunity granted her had been 
held constitutional. 


Mrs. Rhine acknowledged that 


the panel probably would follow 
a previous ruling on limited 
immunity and hold it con- 
stitutional. She asked the court 
to stay such a decision in this 
case until the issue could be 
carried to the U. S. Supreme 
Court.

Bacon's arrest April 27 in 
Washington, D. C. and her 
detention in Seattle are illegal.

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SCALING THE HEIGHTS — Being a log sealer with the United States Forestry Service means 
plenty of climbing during a day's work. Val Lane, seen here atop a load at the scaling station on 
Highway 36 outside Red Bluff, is an old hand at the game. He scales anything up to 300 logs on a 
busy day This sometimes means checking-out 250,000 board feet. For the uninitiated, scaling 
involves the determination of gross and net volume of logs expressed in terms of board feet. The 
gross volume is determined by measuring the length of the logs and the diameter at each end. Net 
volume is deduced by deducting visible defects in the log such as rot, pitch ring, breaks, scars and 
so forth Roughly 25 per cent of logs presented for scaling are defective. The net board feet volume 
is the amount of usable wood that may be sawed into lumber. According to Forester John Nelson, 
only logs taken from national forest land are scaled at this location which is administered by the 
Mineral District of the Lassen National Forest.

Officials Announce 
U.S., Soviets Could 
Link Up In Space 


SPACE CENTER, Houston 


(AP) — American and Soviet 
spacemen could link up in space 
within three to six years if 
discussions currently under way 
here are brought to fruition, it 
was learned Wednesday. 


National Aeronautics and 


Space Administration officials 
announced that American and 
Soviet space experts discussing 
compatible spacecraft docking 
systems here are actively 
studying the possibility of 
testing the compatible system 
using existing spacecraft of the 
two nations. 


A source indicated that this 


could mean a joint American - 
Soviet space flight as early as 
1973 and certainly within the 
mid-70s. 


The surprise announcement 


released Wednesday stated that 
the U. S. and Soviet delegations 
"discussed the possibility of 
future space flights which would 
test the requirements

for 
compatible 


docking systems. 


"Such flight experiments 


might be conducted between 
spacecraft of the Apollo and 
Salyut station types and bet- 
ween spacecraft of the Soyuz 
and Skylab station types. It was 
agreed that the technical and 
economic implications of these 
possibilities should be studied by 
the two sides," 
the 
an- 


nouncement said. 


Apollo is the spacecraft 


system now being used by 
America to explore the moon. 
Skylab is an orbiting space 
station which NASA plans to 
launch in 1973.

of United Mine Worker* in- 
surgent Joseph A. "Jock" 
Yablonski and his wife and 
daughter is far from closed. 


"The FBI has been looking, is 


looking and will continue to look 
for where the money came from 
to finance these slayings," said 
Thomas Henderson, a U. S. 
Justice Department lawyer, 
after Claude E. Vealey entered 
his guilty plea Wednesday in 
Washington County Common 
Pleas Court. 


In a 15-page, 
3,500-word 


statement that was read after 
the plea, Vealey said he and two 
accomplices were paid a total of 
$5,200 by a man he knew only as 
"Tony" to execute the killings. 
Vealey indicated that he never 
saw "Tony," that the killings 
and payment were arranged by 
a go-between. 


The 
two 
key 
questions 


remained after the statement: 
Tony's full identity and his 
motive for wanting Yablonski 
killed.
